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Wrongful death lawsuit filed against Extendicare, Inc.

A lawsuit has been filed in Estill County 
Circuit Court against Extendicare, Inc. on sev¬ 
eral counts including wrongful death. 

Dana Wilburn is suing the company 
that formerly owned the Irvine Health & 
Rehabilitation Center (IHRC) on behalf of her 
deceased mother. 

Wilburn, administratrix of the estate of 
her mother, the late Mary Evelyn Arvin, said 
her mothers death in 2011 and her suffer¬ 
ing beforehand were a direct cause of negli¬ 
gence and abuse she sustained while living 
in the facility and while under the care of 
Extendicare s employees. 

According to the lawsuit, filed July 19, Arvin 
was admitted to the IHRC on Bertha Wallace 
Drive on July 31, 2010, and, except for time 
when she was hospitalized, was a resident 


there until Nov. 11, 2010. She also lived at the 
facility from May 28, 2011, until Oct. 3, 2011. 

On Oct. 3, 2011, she was discharged from 
IHRC to Marcum & Wallace Memorial 
Hospital where she remained until her death 
on Oct. 6, 2011. 

Wilburns suit states that Extendicare, Inc. 
and seven of it subsidiary companies were 
legally responsible for the facility where her 
mother resided. It also states the companies 
were responsible “for ensuring compliance 
with all laws and regulations related to the 
operation of IHRC,” which she claims they did 
not do. 

Ownership of IHRC recently changed 
as Extendicare opted to lease the facility to 
another business. The company released an 
official statement in a press release regarding 
the change.

Woman still recovering 
from house fire injuries

A local woman is still recovering after being treated at 
Vanderbilt Medical Center in Nashville, Tenn. for injuries she 
sustained in a house fire over the weekend. 

Evelyn Brooks, 48, and several others barely escaped the 
burning mobile home on Chestnut Street in Irvine. Television 
news agencies reported Brooks and several members of her 
family woke up to a burning home. 

Neighbors said family members were forced to kick out win¬ 
dows to escape the fire and Brooks was burnt severely from the 
waist down in the process. 

She was being treated and undergoing surgeries Monday for 
burns over 40 percent of her body. 

One neighbor remembers the scene well and told other news 
agencies she awoke to screaming and witnessed Brooks pain 
after narrowly escaping. 

“She laid down on the concrete and was just screaming,” Erin 
Neal, a neighbor, told WLEX 18 reporters. “I don’t know if she 
was in shock or in so much pain she didn’t know what to do.” 

She was airlifted to Vanderbilt and was in a coma at the time. 
Family members reported she is out of surgery and responding 
some now. 

The City of Irvine Fire Department responded to the fire that 
began at approximately 5 a.m. Saturday. 

Firefighter Chris Mitchell said the fire is still under investiga¬ 
tion and believes it will be deemed undetermined.

654 SIGNATURES NEEDED TO 
ACCOMPLISH SPECIAL VOTE FOR 
WET/DRY STATUS IN COUNTY

A petition is circulating around Estill 
County requesting signatures to force an elec¬ 
tion for whether to allow the sale of alcoholic 
beverages in the county. 

Jacob Estes, with the help of a handful of 


other local men and women, has been collect¬ 
ing signatures for approximately three weeks 
and reports that, at press time, the group had 
more than 400 signatures. 

Estes said he wants local people to be given 
the opportunity to at least decide if they want 
alcohol sales to be legal in the county. He also 
said he believes if alcohol sales were made 
legal, Estill County would benefit as a whole. 

“Look at how much money Richmond, 
Winchester and surrounding cities get from 
alcohol sales to people from Estill County,” he 
said. “They are getting revenue off of us.” 

Estes said he thinks if Estill County went 


wet more businesses would open in town and 
fill in the “numerous empty business build¬ 
ings” around the county. 

The decision for Estes to try to push a 
vote was prompted by a study done by the 
University of Kentucky in 2010 that explored 


the benefits of expanding alcohol sales in 
Kentucky. 

One benefit that Estes noted was that it 
encourages local people to spend money in

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Young arrested for burglary 
on Barnes Mountain Road

Six people, including one man for whom 
an award was offered, have been arrested in 
connection with a Barnes Mountain Road 
burglary that took place in late May 

Estill County Sheriff’s Deputy Russell 
“Doc” Morris, with assistance from Sheriff 
Gary Freeman, arrested Frankie Scott Young, 
43, Leighton Road, on charges of first degree 
burglary on July 27. 

On June 6 Doug and Lisa Pinion of Barnes 
Mountain reported to the Estill County 
Sheriff’s Office that they had returned home 
to find their residence had been ransacked 
and “nearly all of their belongings were 
taken.” 

Both told police they had been away from 
the home for three weeks for business related 
travels and stated the house was not in the 
current condition when they left. 

Upon investigation police found that 14 
guns, drywall, electrical wiring and fixtures 
and other household items including a 55” 
television, jewelry, knives and a washer and 


dryer. 

One of the victims guns was recovered at 
Wade’s Pawn Shop in Madison County by 
Kentucky State Police and other items stolen 
from the home were found in the woods and 
other locations on Barnes Mountain. Copper 
wire from the home was also recovered at 
C&S Recycling. 

The victims were able to identify the gun 
and wire as those taken from the home. 

The victims had previously advertised 
a $500 award for information leading to 
Young’s arrest. 

Five others were arrested prior to Young 
in connection to the case including Timothy 
“Cody” McKinney, receiving stolen property 
under $500; Tammy Young, receiving sto¬ 
len property under $500; Michael Stevens, 
receiving stolen property under $500, and 
Lester Reed, receiving stolen property under 
$ 10 , 000 . 

The value of the property damaged and sto¬ 
len is estimated to exceed $150,000. 

Young is charged with first degree burglary.

“The combination of a worsening litigation 
environment and the lack of any likelihood 
of tort reform in the State of Kentucky has 
made this the prudent decisions for our com¬ 
pany and unitholders,” said Tim Lukenda, 
president and CEO of Extendicare Real Estate 
Investment Trust. 

In addition to Extendicare, Inc., Wilburn is 
seeking judgement against five other defen¬ 
dants referred to in the case as John Does one 
through five. In the suit they are described as 
“entities and/or persons, either providing care 
or services to Mary Evelyn Arvin,” who are 


directly liable for her injuries. 

Wilburn is not able to identify the care¬ 
givers. She, however, describes their actions 
toward her mother as “negligent, tortious or 
otherwise wrongful” with respect to her treat¬ 
ment. 

Wilburn argues that because of the con¬ 
duct of the defendants, her mother suffered 
“accelerated deterioration of her health and 
physical condition beyond that caused by the 
normal aging process.” 

Arvin’s accelerated deterioration was 
marked by abrasions, scratches, lacerations, 
swelling, weight loss, septic shock, poor 
hygiene and excessive infections of various 
types. 

Wilburn claims her mother also suffered 
loss of personal dignity, extreme pain and 


suffering, degradation, mental anguish, dis¬ 
ability, disfigurement and death as a result of 
the negligence and wrongful conduct of the 
defendants. 

Wilburn is suing on five counts includ¬ 
ing negligence, corporate negligence, medi¬ 
cal negligence, violations of long-term care 
resident’s rights and wrongful death. 

She said her mother was both physically 
and mentally helpless while she was an IHRC 
resident. 

The suit states, “The extreme pain and 
suffering, mental anguish, disability, disfig¬ 
urement, hospitalizations, degradation and 
unnecessary loss of dignity suffered by Arvin 
caused her family to suffer more than normal 
grief upon her death.” 

Wilburn is seeking compensation for the 


cost of medical and funeral expenses, the 
grief suffered by Arvin’s beneficiaries and the 
previously mentioned pain and suffering in 
an amount to be determined by the jury. 

At press time, Wilburn could not be 
reached for comment. 

Holly Gould, executive director of con¬ 
sumer relations and communication for 
Extendicare, said the company had not 
received a copy of the lawsuit and has no 
knowledge of the case. 

Extendicare has 21 facilities in Kentucky 
and had operated in the state for over 30 
years before leasing its properties in early 
June. Other facilities previously under 
Extendicare’s ownership are located in 
Richmond, Stanton and Salyersville.

locally owned businesses. He said he 
thinks the taxes collected from legalized 
alcohol sales could be used to hire more 
officers or pay for other necessities in the 
county. 

Estill County Judge-Executive Wallace 
Taylor said the group would need at least 
654 verified signatures before the issue 
would go to a vote. Verified signatures 
include those belonging to registered Estill 
County voters. 

The number of signatures needed is 
determined by voter turnout in the most 
recent elections. In order for an issue to go 
to a vote petitioners must collect 25 percent 
of the total number of voters who voted in 
the election. Only 2,616 of over 10,000 reg¬ 
istered voters went to the polls for the May 
primaries meaning Estes and his team need 
a total of 654 signatures to accomplish their 
goal. 

The previous petition followed a presi¬ 
dential election and would have required 
over 1,300 verified signatures in order to 
force a vote, Taylor said. 

“The trouble is that there are a lot of 
duplicates, out of county and unregistered 
voter signatures to weed through,” Taylor 


said. “The last group was about 100 signa¬ 
tures short once it had gone through the 
verification process.” 

Estes said they are shooting for more 
than the needed number of votes in order 
to create a cushion for what he calls the 
inevitable. 

“There really isn’t a way to monitor who 
signs the petition,” he said. “There isn’t a 
way to stop people who can’t be counted as 
a verified signature from doing it.” 

Taylor said if the group collects enough 
signatures he would be required to schedule 
a special election within 30 days. 

Estes said he wants to stress that the peti¬ 
tion should be signed by anyone interested 
in the issue whether they are for or against 
alcohol sales. 

“I want people to know this is not a 
vote for or against alcohol sales,” he said. 
“Signatures simply mean we want to see it 
go to a vote.” 

Those circulating the petition said they 
hope to have enough signatures by August 
20 . 

Petitions can be found at several local 
businesses like Pizza Hut, Roses Cash and 
Carry, 82 Food Mart, The Mike’s Travel 
Agency, Irvine Stop & Shop and the Irvine 
Food Court, among others. 
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KDE budget cuts delayed until July 2013

Estill County School District 
Superintendent Bert Hensley said he and 
the rest of the Board of Education can 
breath a sigh of relief now that federal 
funding cuts that were supposed to begin 
Oct. 1 have been set back. 

Hensley said the funding cuts are now 
scheduled to take place in July 2013. He 
said this may provide enough time for 
planning and fixing that may decrease 
the amount of budgeting to be cut. 

In July Kentucky Education 
Commissioner Terry Holliday warned 
school district superintendents of the 
negative consequences of an upcoming 
federal spending reduction process that 
include sequestration, or the cancellation 
of budgetary resources. 

Initially Holliday issued a statement 
discussing spending reductions in the 
state that would have a “devastating 
effect on Kentucky’s pubic school bud¬ 
gets.” 

Holliday said the cuts would begin 


as early as January 203 and continue 
through 2021. 

Hensley reported he found out earlier 
this week that cuts wouldn’t take effect 
until the begin¬ 
ning of the next 
fiscal year, July 
1,2013. 

According 
to calcula¬ 
tions from the 
Congressional 
Budget Office 
(CBO) and 
the Center on 
Budget and 
Policy Priorities 
(CBPP), fed¬ 
eral funding for 
Kentucky’s pub¬ 
lic schools will 
be reduced up to $61 million per year 
for the next 10 years, affecting more than 
1,350 jobs and nearly 130,000 students. 

The CBO predicts 7.8 percent cuts and 
the CBPP predicts 8.4 percent cuts. 

In a report released by the Kentucky 


Department of Education last week, the 
CBO predicts 8.97 million and the CBPP 
predicts 9.35 million student will be 
affected by eliminating educational ser¬ 
vices and eliminating or reducing finan¬ 
cial aid. 

The report also revealed the fund¬ 
ing cut could eliminate anywhere from 
74,600 to 80,500 jobs by the CBO and 
CBPP predictions. The job cuts could 
include eliminating positions for early 
childhood, elementary and secondary 
educators, postsecondary and all other 
support staff. 

Hensley said the budget cuts are scary 
across the board but hopes legislatures 
will utilize the extra time alloted before 
the cuts begin to make an effort to 
reduce the cuts. 

He said in Estill County the cuts would 
hit the elementary schools hardest and 
could result in an excess of $100,000 cut 
from the budget. 

“That’s easily the salary of two teach¬ 
ers,” he said. “With the cuts that could 
mean one teacher from West Irvine and 
one teacher from Estill Springs.”

A needlepoint sign that hangs in the Estill County Historical 
and Genealogical Society (ECHGS) Museum on Broadway 
reads, “These do I love: old things, old places, remembered 
times, familiar faces.” 

The ECHGS offered an opportunity to see all of the above 
as it hosted the annual Backporch Homecoming last week¬ 
end. 

Beginning Thursday, July 26, visitors were welcome to do 
research at the museum. 

ECHGS President Diane Arthur said the event began more 
than 10 years ago as a way to offer extended services to those 
interested in finding out more about their family history in 
Estill County. 

“It’s a good way for us to have the museum open for several 
days rather than just Saturday mornings,” she said. 

She also said it’s a way for the people in the community to 
learn more about all of the resources offered by the organiza¬ 
tion. 

The ECHGS formed in 1981 and the museum has been 
open since 2000. 

ECHGS member Wayne Horn said the the museum brings 
in tourists to the community year round. 

“We bring people in,” he said. “And we don’t use any money 
from the city in order to operate.” 

Revenue for the museum is earned from sales of books the 
society works to put together. 

Most recently the society completed two volumes detailing 
the more than 700 cemeteries in the county 

All of the items in the museum are donated to the society 
or offered for viewing on short- or long-term loan.

Chick-fil-A should stick to making 


food, not political statements

Every day more news circulates about how 
the CEO of an openly Christian-based busi¬ 
ness did not denounce statements accusing 
him of being against gay marriage. 

The whole debate began in July when Dan 
Cathy told a news organization Chick-fil-A 
is in support of the “biblical definition of the 
family unit.” 

The remark kick started a series of protests, 
public statement and boycotts on the part of 
those who support gay marriage. The remark 
also prompted 
Christians across 
the nation to shout 
their support to the 
company. 

Mike Huckabee, 
former governor 
of Arkansas, even 
went as far as to 
announce August 
1 as Chick-fil-A 
Apppreciation Day. 

A same-sex kiss- 
in has been staged 
for August 3 by a 
group of gay mar¬ 
riage supporters as 
well. 

While Chick-fil-A has perhaps received the 
most new coverage, it is not the only com¬ 
pany that has taken a stand on this issue in 
recent months. 

US News reported last month that Oreo 
“came out in support of gay marriage by post¬ 
ing an Oreo cookie with rainbow-colored fill¬ 
ing on its Facebook page." 

The news organization said the posting of 


the popular cookie with a new look received 
more than 200,000 “likes” and was shared 
more than 70,000 times. 

Nearly 40,000 people commented on the 
post with remarks that ranged from, “Yay 
Oreo! Now I will be a cookie monster with 
a cause,” to “Yet another liberal company 
destroying our religious values and teaching 
immorality.” 

Since these public stances on gay mar¬ 
riage from companies began seeping into the 
media, I become more and more angry each 
day. It’s not because my views on gay mar¬ 
riage don’t match that of some of the com¬ 
panies or even that I’m just simply tired of 
hearing about it, although it does get slightly 
annoying when I log into my Facebook 
account and every other post is either prais¬ 
ing or bashing a chicken sandwich company.

tinue to eat both. I refuse to decide whether 
I patronize a company because of what the 
people that work there believe and support.

Coconut oil: good for us inside and out

Scientists come out with new research all the time, and it 
seems they are constantly changing their minds about whats 
healthy or not. 

Twenty years ago, we were admonished to leave animal 
fats alone and consume corn, vegetable or canola oils. Now 
research is showing that those oils are not so good for us, that 
organic lard might even be better for us than some of the veg¬ 
etable oils. 

Olive oil remains healthy at this point, as far as I know. 

Coconut oil is lately being touted almost as a wonder food 
and is supposed to be good for our bodies both inside and 
out. 

It can be used in place of any cooking oil, although it is not 
recommended for deep frying because it smokes easily at high 
temperatures. 

A solid fat when kept at 75 degrees or below, coconut oil 
becomes liquid at higher temperatures. The refined oil is light 
in both color and flavor. 

I picked some up at Meijer recently, and we tried drizzling it 
over air-popped popcorn. The popcorn tasted great! Although 
the oil doesn’t have much flavor, it gives the popcorn a melt-in- 
your mouth quality and makes salt stick to it better too. 

According to what I’ve read, virgin coconut oil has more of a 
coconut taste than the refined oil, but it’s supposed to be better 
for you. 


You can read anything on the internet, of course, and I can’t 
verify that these claims are true, but people are claiming it’s 
good for dry skin, warts, to ease the symptoms of psoriasis and 
eczema and even as a treatment for lice. 

People use coconut oil on their pets for skin conditions, and 
it’s reported to be an effective treatment for fleas. (They didn’t 
say if they fed it to their pet, or applied it to their skin.) 

Many naturalists use coconut oil as the base for homemade 
skin and hair products. Some are adding it to homemade baby 
formulas. 

One of the most interesting claims I’ve read is that coconut 
oil is good to slow or even reverse the symptoms of Alzheimer’s 
disease. 

Of course, scientists are skeptical of this claim, arguing that 
not enough peer-reviewed research has been done. 

In my mind, that doesn’t necessarily mean the claim isn’t 
true, it just means that it hasn’t been proven-yet. 

Big pharmaceutical companies probably wouldn’t want us to 
know if it had, anyway. 

I did read some testimonials where people knew someone 
with Alzheimer’s that began to consume coconut oil, and fam¬ 
ily members noticed a difference in their alertness, memory, 
etc., soon afterward. 

If the oil is good for you otherwise, then I don’t see what it 
could hurt. Moderation is always a good idea, because, like any 
other oil, coconut oil is calorie dense. 

It’s higher in saturated fat than butter, but doesn’t raise cho¬ 
lesterol as much because of a difference in cellular structure. 

You’ve probably heard that partially-hydrogenated oil, as is 
often found in store-bought baked goods, is not good for you. 
The hydrogenation process turns it into a trans fat, which is 
definitely a dietary no-no, according to the experts. 

Some websites suggest starting with only a teaspoon or two 
of coconut oil a day to begin with and gradually working up to 
a couple of tablespoons a day. Apparently it can cause stomach 
upset in large quantities, and a few people are allergic to it. 

Some recommend adding coconut oil to their coffee or tea. 
I imagine that would leave an unappetizing-looking oily film 



on top of your drink, but what the heck, if it’s good for your 
brain. 

1 found this recipe in the New York Times, and I think I’ll try 
it. I love sweet potatoes roasted in olive oil, but food columnist 
Melissa Clark claims they’re even better this way. 

Coconut Oil Roasted Sweet Potatoes 

Time: 1 hour 15 minutes 

11/2 tablespoons virgin coconut oil 

13/4 pounds sweet potatoes, peeled and cut into 1 /2-inch 
chunks 

2 teaspoons light brown sugar, packed 

3/4 teaspoon kosher salt 

1/4 teaspoon ground black pepper 

1/4 teaspoon grated nutmeg (Optional, in my opinion.) 

1. Heat oven to 350 degrees. Melt the coconut oil in a small 
saucepan over low heat. 

2. In a large bowl, toss together potatoes, coconut oil, sugar, 
salt, pepper and nutmeg. 

3. Spread the potatoes in an even layer on a large baking 
sheet. Roast, tossing occasionally, until soft and caramelized, 
about 1 hour. 

Yield: 2 to 4 servings.

In a large skillet over medium heat, cook 
bacon until crisp. Remove bacon, crumble 
and set aside. Reserve two tablespoons of drip¬ 
pings. Add potatoes, green peppers, onions, 
salt, and pepper to drippings.

1 tsp. ground cinnamon 
1/4 tsp. baking soda 
1/8 tsp. salt 
1 cup buttermilk 

Preheat oven to 325 degrees. Microwave 
chocolate baking squares in a microwave safe 
bowl on high for one minutes 15 seconds.

Beat butter at medium speed with mixer until 
creamy. Gradually add sugar; beat 5 to 7 min¬ 
utes until light and fluffy.

All of my life I have 
heard one situation after 
another described as 
“From the sublime to the 
ridiculous.” There is a 
sense in which I experi¬ 
enced that kind of a situ¬ 
ation. 

On Sunday, July 15, 
1973, anticipating an 

Howard Coop interesting day, we board- 

^ ed a bus at our hotel in 

Guest Columnist Copenhagen, Denmark. 

Plans were to travel north¬ 
east to Elsinore and cross 
into Sweden. About the middle of the morning, we stopped to 
visit Kronborg Castle that was completed in 1585 and achieved 
fame because Shakespeare chose it as the setting for HAMLET. 
At the end of the tour of the castle, our group was escorted to 
its beautiful chapel, and I was given the privilege and honor of 
conducting a worship service. 

One week later, on Sunday, July 22, 1973, we left the Kvikne’s 


Hotel in Balestrand, Norway a small town on the Sogne Fjord 
about two hundred miles south of the Arctic Circle. Our first 
scheduled stop was at the Old Stave Church at Borgund. This 
church dates back to about 1150 A.D., and it is one of the bet¬ 
ter-preserved medieval churches in Norway After viewing 
the old church, I was scheduled to conduct a worship ser¬ 
vice. However, our guide informed me that, due to the large 
number of tourist, the church was not available; the worship 
service would be held later in the day when available space was 
found. 

After leaving the Laerdal Valley we turned into the Hemsedale 
Valley and across the Hemsedale Mountains on our way to 
Oslo. At noon, we stopped for lunch at a country hotel north of 
Oslo. Our guide asked us to remain on the bus for a moment. 
When he returned, the told me that, if I would use it, the hotel 
bar was available for the worship service. Entering the bar and 
with all seats taken, I conducted the worship service. 

It could be said that, in a weeks time, we went from the sub¬ 
lime to the ridiculous. But we seized the opportunity and made 
the most of a situation.
